In no, time a substitute Par- 
Momentary debating choember 
was fixed up ja‘ Church House 
and we resumed our sittings 
almost before the smoke had 
settled on the ruins of the 
Commons. And there we sat 
throux the blackest period of 
the war which included not 
only the bombing of London but 
the unhappy moment when 
Churchill had to announce the 
tmgic sinkIng of the PRINCE

by the Japanese. 


That was Churchill's darkest 
hour and the murmurings and 
mutterings grew in volume.
